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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applcant asserts that the cited reference does 
not disclose location information will be stored inside a DHCP discover message. 

Examiner respectfully point out that Moore discloses the applicant's claimed invention by showing a network device connecting to another 
network device using DHCP and using Network Location Resolution Service Provider (NLRSP) provided by the host computer to discover 
aspects of the new network connections. For example, the NLRSP follows a set formula for applying information it discovers about the 
network by searching the logical network for information and only when it has enough information about the network does it construct a 
name that applies to no other network (uniqueness). Information used by the NLRSP to construct network names includes the domain 
name of the network (obtainable via DHCP message), static information entered by a user to name a network (see abstract, figs.1, 5, 
col. 10 lines 20-61 and col. 13 line 17 to col. 14 line 40). 

The applicant further assert that Moore does not disclose the location comprising a latitude and a logitude of the second device. 
Moore clearly discloses proving the physical infomration of the device using NLRSP above and including a latitude and longitude of the 
second device (see col. 13 line 17 to col. 14 line 40 and col.26 lines 34-64). 
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
